frost damage is liable to occur early 
in September. The weather records 
of the bxperimental Station for 
about 25 years past show that the av- 
erage date of the first fall frost is 
September 10th and the average date 
of the first killing frost which is four 
degrees or more is Sept 20th.. This 
season has been a favourable one for 
corn and many of the crops now grow 
ing should have a fair percentage of 
the ears sufficiently well advanced to

which have reached the glazing stage 
if picked now and properly stored 
{will produce suitable seed, and ears
